EAST INDIA HOUSE, Sept. 17.1781. 

BY accounts received over land from Bombay, dated the 
gift of March, and goth of April, 1781, the Ealt [ndia Com- 
pany are informed, that the terms offered to the Marattas for 
peace had not been accepted. 

That every acquifition propofed by the Government of 
Bombay to be made in the courfe of the war having been ac- 
complithed, they had taken meafures, in concert with General 
Goddard, to confine their future operations to a mere plan of 
defence, to the fecarity and prefervation of thofe acquifitions, 
and of the Company’s other poffeflions, to the fafety of Bom- 
bay, to the reduétion of their extraordinary military charges, 
to rendering affiftance, fo far as in their power, to the prefi- 
dency of Fort St George, for which purpofe preparation was 
making to fend back all the troops of that Prefidency ; and by 
which meafure the army under General Coote would be confi- 
derably ftrengthened. 

In purfuance of this plan, General Goddard relinquifhed 
poflefion of Bhore Gaur, where he had propofed to form a 
fortified poft, and marched the army to Panwell, to lodge his 
ftores and baggage, and in order to proceed according to the 
fyftem of defence before concerted. 

During the march of the army “it was very much harraffed 
by numerous bodies of horfe and foot, who prefled upon the 
Company’s troops with a degree of boldnefs imputed only to 
their exultation at the appearance of a retreat. The Compa- 
ny’s troops behaved with their accuftomed firmnefs and refolu- 
tion; baffled every effort of the enemy to make an impreflion 
either on the line or baggage ; but as the country was fayour- 
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able for the mode of attack obferved by #he enemy, the Com- 
pany’s troops during two days march fultamed a tofs of 3 offi- 
cers and 55 men killed, and 15 officers and-393 men wound- 
ed; few or none of the privates killed or wounded were Euro- 
peans; but Col, Parker, who commanded the rear guard, was 
one of the officers mortally wounded. 

The laseft advices relative to the affairs of Fort Sc George 
are alfo contained in the above letters from Bombay ; and con- 
firm the accounts that the French fleet left the coaft of Coro- 
mand¢l in February, without lasding any affiftance for Hyder 
Ally, or doing any material damage. ‘The pofition of Gene- 
ral Coote’s army, and his having burnt all the boats at Pondi- 
cherry, prevented the French trom getting any fupply of pro- 
vifions from the fhore, for which they feemed much diftreffed. 

The letter of the 3 1ft of March ftates, that General Coote 
had retaken Carangoly, and the enemy withdrawn the troops 
with which, for many weeks, they had been befieging Velore, 
Permacoil, and Wandiwahh; That Hyder was alfo employed 
in removing his heavy cannon and ftores from Arcot; but it 
then feemed to be the general opinion he would not withdraw 
his army without hazarding @ battle. “. 

‘The letter of the 30th of April ftateg, that country intelli- 
gence, culleéted by Mr Stewart, at Goa, mentions Hyder ha- 
ving quitted the Carnatic. 

The letter of the goth of April conclades with an account 
of Colonel Carnac having gained a very complete victory over 
Maadage Scindia. The Colonel had been obliged to retreat, 
and was harafled for four days together by a very powerful ar- 
my. After the fourth day’s retreat the Colonel counter- 
marched a detachment from his army in the night, with which 
he got in the rear of the enemy, and attacked their camp, 
which was forced and plundered, and two guns, four elephants, 
and a large booty, fell into his hands; feveral accounts con- 
cur, that the enemy’s lofs amounted to 8000 men, and Scin- 
dia himfelf efcaped with difficulty to Seronge, attended by on- 
ly a few horfemen. 


Hyder Ally, in his expedition, greatly refembles the ancient 
Gauls on a day of battle, * at the outfet more than men; at 
the conclufion lefs than women” He ruthes like a torrent 
at firlt, but, {pending his force, he is afterwards eafily repulfed. 
‘This is the fecond time that he has invaded the Carnatic within 
thefe thirteen years, and each time his invafion was fucceeded 
by fimilar events : This laft time he over-run the Carnatic in a 
very fhort time ; and is now retreating from it with precipita- 
tion. In 1767, he invaded the Carnatic for the firft time : 
The Company fent Col. Wood againit him in the March of the 
fame year: ‘I'he Colonel marched with confidence to meet 
Hyder ; but, to his aftonifhment, he beheld in front: an ar- 
my of 30,000 fuot, and 20,000 horfe, punctually paid, and 
very well difciplined, together with a confiderable train of 
artillery. ‘This obliged the Colonel to carry on the war by 
ftratagem, a circumitance the more defirable to Hyder Al- 
ly, whofe genius is remarkably fubtile and fruitful in inven+ 


tion: he found means to furprife his ewemies m eheir camp; | 


to carry off their provifions and baggage, to feize their beft 
pofts, by procuring the moft exact intelligence, to drive their 
troops before him ; and at laft he alarmed them with the ap- 
prehenfion of feeing this capital befieged, plundered, and de- 
ftroyed. The panic was become almoft univerfal, when timely 
fuccours arrived, which enabled Colonel Wood to regain his 
ground. On the 4th of Oédtober 1768, he found means to com- 
pel the Indians to a general engagement, which Hyder had hi- 
therto feemed induftrioufly to avoid. The engagement was, 
perhaps, the moft obftinate and bloody that had ever happened 
in that part of the world: the Englith remained matters of the 
field; and Hyder decamped with precipitation into his own 
territories, abandoning Myfore, which he had taken. Would 
not one imagine that this was a faithfal account of the inva- 
fion of 1780? Similar in its beginning, its progrefs, and its 
conclufion, 

On Wedneftay afternoon Lieutenant Purnival, of the Bufy 
cutter, artived at the Admiralty with difpatches from Sir Hyde 
Parker, dated the 1oth inftant, giving an account of his be- 
ing in the Latona, on his {tation off the Texel, joined by the 
relt of the fquadron under his command, which was of fo for- 
midable a nature as to bid defiance to any force the Dutch had 
in their power at that time to fend againft him, only three of 
their fhips of the line being in a fit ftate for fervice, 

He mentions with much regret the circumftance of a Dutch 
man of war with two Eaft-Indiamen, from Fluthing, havin 
got within the land the preceding evening, before they were dif 
covered by any of his fquadron, owing to a thick fog. 

Advices are received from Lifbon, which confirm the land- 
ing of the Duc de Crillon on the ifland of Minorca, with gooo 
men, and that he had made his head quarters at the town of 
Alliore ; that he had fummoned General Murray, the Gover- 
nor, to furrender the ifland, and they thould have honourable 
terms, which the gallant veteran refufed with contempt, and 
that the Duke was preparing to open a fiege again{ft Fort St 
Philip. 

The Dutch Eaft India Company have remitted to Paris 
50,000 livres, as part of the fublidy of 300,000, which they 
engaged to pay to France, for the firlt expedition, which the 
latter undertook for the proteétion of the fettlements of the 
former in India, fince the rupture between Holland and Eng- 
land. 

Oppofition to the prefent French Government grows every 
day more and more ftrong in Paris, where the liberty of fpeech 
is pretty freely exercifed, however trammelled they find the li- 
berty of the prefs. Letters des cachettes are expected every 
hour to be iffued againft fome of the firft perfons of diltin&tion 
in that kingdom. The Americans, who are deemed the fole 
caufe of the prefent national difcontents, are execrated by the 
people at large, more than even their billigerent colleagues, the 
haughty Spaniards. ;

The particulars of Captain Ro- 
berts’s gallant behaviour, and his fhip, will, no doubr, be tranf- 
mitted by Captain Cartis ; bat ag_he (Captain Curtis) is nota 
map to fpeak of any tranfaction fo highly redounding to hisown 
honour, on my part it is an indifpeniible duty to inform your 
Lordship, that his zeal for the fervice is {earcely to be parallel- 
ed in forwarding every operation that can any way conzribute to 
our comfort or defence.

Brilliant, Gibraltar, Auguft 7, 1781. ? 
BEG you will be-yleafed to acquaint my Lords Commif- 
fioners, that his Majeity’s floop Helena arrived here this 
morning. 

Her approach was difcovered by the enemy and us at the 
fame time, about five o’clock. She was in the Gut, to the 
fouthward of Cabarita Point, and nearly a third of the way over 
from it towatds Europa. It was perfectly calm, and the He- 
Jena was rowing for the rock. I immediately took the Repulfe 
and Vanguard gun-boats, with all the boats of the fhips, and 
went for her as expeditioufly as pollible. Fourteen gun-boats 
of the enemy, carrying cach one twenty-fix pounder in the bow, 
moved alfo from @lgaziras, accompanied by feveral launches. 
Thefe boats got on falter than I could proceed with the Re- 
pulfe and Vanguard, and before eight thofe of them the’ moft 
advanced commenced their fire upott the Helena, being then 
within half gun-fhot.. She returned it with great deliberation 
and effect, but ftill contiuued to ufe her oars. The greater 
part of the gua-boats were foon.clofe to her, and the clouds of 
grape and other fhot, that feemed almoft to bury her, were 
really aftonifhing, However, the did not, without fome aid, 
bear lung this very unequal combat. The Repulfe and Van- 
guard began a well-directed fire upon the enenry, being fo 
placed as was deemed the molt efficacious to cover the Helena, 
and annoy them. The commencement of the fea breeze having 
got to the Helena, fhe foon reached-us, the enemy itilk perfe- 
vering in their attempt upon her; fome of them firing at her 
broadfide, and others keeping a-ftern, raking her. However, 
the {tcadinefs and bravery exhibited on board the Helena, and 
the well-applied grape from the Repulfe and Vanguard, very 
foon made feveral of them retire ; aadthey al!fed by ten o'clock, 
allowing us to tow the Helena iato the Mole without further 
moleftation. A xcheck, mounting between twenty atid thirty 
guns, which was lying near to Cabarita Poinz, got under way 
when the breeze came, and advanced to join the gun-boats ; 
bur, upon fecing them retire, the retired allo. 

The mails, "hile, rigging, and furniture of the Helene are 
cut all to pieces, and the hull a good deal damaged ; bin it 1s 
wonderful, as it is fortunate, the botfwain was the on!y man 
who was killed on board her.
